(D.C. Law 12-171.; D.C. OFicial Code § 26-101 et Lie.q. (2001)) C'Act"), upon d_uc
consideradon of the i,ubject matter hereof, has determined as Endows;

STATEMENT OF FACTS

2, Respondent nag.been engaged in the caskiz of checks; for a lee at the
Business tncation since 1.)ecember 1, 2)O]. ("Unlievriseci Activities") and,
as. such. Wit, required to have a license as a Check Clashcr pursuant to
section 3 of the Act since DecernL-per 1, 2001, 

REthrondent dot .:.s not have a Check Cashers license and did not have a
Check Cashers Eitense.,then it Engaged in (Tic Unlicensed Activities.
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4. Respondent represents that it purchased its business from the previous
owner on December /, 2001.

5. The previous owners of the business were licy..m.pd as to Check Casper
anti l )eceinber 31, 1999,

6, Respondent represents that it inadvertently believed it was properly
licensprl as a Cheek Casher Linder the Act. •

7. On May 1, 2006., Respondent filed an application for a Check Cashcrs
license pursuant to section 5 o.:7 the Act

8. Section 9 of the Act provides. that the Commissioner may day the
Lssuanco of a license wher.o it is found that the applicant will not conduct
its business honestly arid care rutty.

9. Tn order to comply with the Act and to redress its Unlicensed Actnrities,
Resporukint admits that it Inadvertenttyl.60_ated the Act and Afters to
seitle this matter withoLt a hearing. Further, Respondent waives its right
to the administrative heating process wider sections 17 and 22 of the Act,
or under the District of Columbia Administrative Procedure Act,
approved October 1, 1968 (82 seat. 1203; D.C. Official Code § 2 501 et seq.
(2001)) ("AP A") . r:..garding the tirilicensed Activities,. waives its right to
appeid t pis Consent Agreement and Order ("Or.der'), and agrees to the
conditions set forth heri.in.

CONCLUSIPN OF LAW-

Respondent, at the Business Location, inadvertently violated sctiort 3 of the
Act by engaging in the cashing of checks within the meaning or „section 2(2) et -
the Act without fit having a license as required. by section 3 of the Act

ORDER

WHPREAS, the Department of Insurance, Secut ties and 13 zi nking
("Departmen Vi), based On aitiormation sut-nril4241 Iv the Respundent is sati$fied
that the violations alleged herein were riot wiilfui and. that th€ ResT4rkiler_t is
now taking corrective action; kind
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WHERLAS„. Re.-pondeat wishes to re_solve the ciolations of the Ad. by entering
into. thi.5 Order With the DE.Tartment, 51,1b)CCt tc 1-ie approval of 0-1(2
Commissioner, as follows;

I. The Respondent waives its right to furtner notice and hearing in this

2. The Respondent agrees to pay a fine in the amount cat eight hundred and
thirty-four dollars ($834) to tile Department uponexecution of this
Agreement.

, The Respurdent agrees to pay four (four) years of liccnse renewal ;foes

($81)0), for the Les that would have been paid had the licenselvert
effect si rice December 299)01,

4. Except as provided in paragraphs 5 and 6 of this section, t•o Department
agrees not: tO plAiSue othQr administrative remedies ayaiIabie under its
administrative authority relating to the Unlicensed Acli:yities and also
agrees not to pursue additional levies, fect.c.,, or acLio.ns with ReApondent in
wru-tection with the Unlicensed A r[iv fties.

S. The Department hereby accepts Respixidtm,t's payment of 	 fine and the
renewal fees, The Department may take am, action Accessary to enforce
tl-rt= provisions of this Order, includals, but not limited to, the 51.15pension
or revocation of a Check Cashet license issued to Respondent, the issuance
of c.e4se and desist- csr(2.0.r, or the assessmer.t of a fire or penalty_
A dd itiona.'.1y, this Order shall not affect this juri5diction or authority of tEe
Department to take any Eldraini5trath-e or i'LguilatOry acti in to administer
the Act. or any other law administered by the Depart-rnent v..rhich is
.Ipplicable to Respondent or its business for actions not covei .ed by this
Order.

6. In order to resolve. the Niiolations of the Act, .R(2sportdera dgre that the
Department may irnmediatelv suspend or revoke a Check Casher license
issucA. to Repondent upon Respondent's failure. .(_) satisfy any Di= the
conditions set forth in -hi s Order, and that Resp.,-)ricient hereby waives any
rigL tea notice or a hearing provided unclur sections 17 or 22 o.f de Act, or
under thu APA, and waives its right to dippf.:!al this Order.
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ACCORDINGLY, TT IS HEREBY ORDERED:

J. That Respondent shall ensure that proper procedures are implemented to
. preclude any future riou-comptiarce with the Act ad hf I1 not engage in

the cashing of checks unless it receives a Check Cashers licenst2 from the
Departmen t.-

That in lieu of taking ',lily enforcement action, the Commissioner will
agree to accept Res poi Ldent's pi_ty meat of a fine in the amount of eight
T-tundi .cd thirty • four dollars (..%834) and licensing renewal of eight
1-..undied dollars! (809) made payable to the RC. Treasurer_

3, if Respondent applies for, and re(•ives, a Check Cashers liceme from the
Department. Respondent agrees Lo pcovide a bond in conformance with
the regrnrcments ef-_,tablWied in section 7(a) of the Act; provided that the
amount of the bond shall be ten thousand dollars (Sl 0,000) for the initial
license period and the subsequent renew4i1 license period.

4. Respondent 311011 notify the Deptirt merit within two .(2) busine5,5 days of
any changes; in the o-vvriership oi Resi-Pondetit.

5. -Within ten (ID) days of the execution of this Agreement, Resporudent
to the 1.)epaltniert a reptirt signed by an authorized Dfficer 01'

Respondent but cliscfwes any outsmnding	 sumer ccrmp]tiinto orntS
inquirics involving the Re$pendent's business as of the date of this
Agreement.
